Louis Johnson, sole human occu­ 
pant of the vessel, faced another 
night aboard. 
The skipper refused to be res­ 
cued after all bis crew was re­ 
moved. 
Bellowing defiance at the 
elements and refusal at his would- 
be rescuers, the commander has 
paced up and down the after sec­ 
tion of the bi sected lumber freight­ 
er. apparently surveying the wreck­ 
age with a view to determining 
what might be salvaged and pre­ 
venting by his presence aboard any 
but the agents of tha ship's opera­ 
tors, the States Line. from profit­ 
ing by such salvage. 
It also 
was 
conjectured 
that 
Johnson felt Impelled by a sense 
of duty to remain aboard as long 
aa possible. 
The Laurel was beached in a 
high sea last Sunday and spilt In 
two just forward of the bridge. 
The bow drifted

"I deeply deplore the 
killing of any person. 
The treas­ 
ury department is making every ef­ 
fort to prevent the misuse of fire­ 
arms. 
Any case of misuse will be 
determined by the orderly proceed­ 
ings of the department and the 
courts. 
Urges Co-operation 


"I hope the communitlea along 
the border will do their best to help 
the treasury end 
the 
systematic 
war that was being carried on by 
international criminals against the 
laws of the United States. 
It Is 
these activities that are at tho root 
of all oar difficulties.** 
The appeal was made by the 
chief executive at his press confer­ 
ence. 
Earlier, Assistant Secretary

Agents Remain Armed 
With echoes of the recent shoot­ 
ings along the border still rever­ 
berating in congressional circles, 
the assistant secretary said there 
was no intention of disarming bor­ 
der patrol men. 
He pointed to sn 
order yesterday which had restrict­ 
ed assignment of agents to the 
service revolver. 
While the executive branch was 
busying itself with the Canadian 
border situation, the senate adopt­ 
ed the Caraway resolution calling 
upon the Washington policy to give 
it the names of all foreign diplo­ 
mats and their repreaentatlves who 
have been arrested here or warned 
for driving their automobiles while 
under the influence of liquor. 
In the preamble of the resolution, 
Senator Caraway called attention 
to pubUshed accounts of the recent 
arrest In Virginia of Kemsl DJena- 
ny Bey, second secretary of the 
Turkish legation, and of his re­ 
lease upon a claim of diplomatic 
immunity.

In many instances the claims 
made for these preparations

utterly without w arrant. 
For 
example; 
a . preparation 
guaranteed to remove mucin from 
the teeth is found merely to he an 
alkaline solution about as good as 
baking soda. 
Another 
preparation 
guaran­ 
teed to eliminate tarta r was simp­ 
ly a weak solution of hydrochloric 
acid, not a great scientific discov­ 
ery but an absolute menace en­ 
couraging dlsinteragation of the 
tooth enamel. 
Another preparation for the re­ 
moval of ta rta r was found to be 
merely grit and one might as well 
rub his teeth with punlce atone or 
sandpaper. 
Iodine, a preparation 
of 
tre ­ 
mendous interest, has been urged 
on the profession as the basis of 
a pyorrhea 
cure 
and 
of 
too’h 
pastes, when the am ount of free 
iodine available was not sufficient 
to have any effect in the mouth 
and when even this was so quick­ 
ly converted to the iodide salt as 
to be without value. 
The charlatans have not been 
satisfied with the expolitatlon <?f 
such simple solutions. They have 
attempted to confuse the untrain­ 
ed dentist 
by combinations 
of 
mineral salts with weak antisep­ 
tics. 
making 
for 
these 
things 
claims In the 
field 
of 
physical 
chemistry that to any biologist 
or 
physiologist 
represent 
the 
height of the ludicrous. 
A so-called synthetic saliva ex­ 
ploited as a cure for pyorrhea by 
a rharlatan who had previously

remedies was found to be merely 
a mixture of table salt, baking so­ 
da. chalk, magnesia 
and 
starch 
flavored with essential 
oil, 
and 
vaunted as the exact duplicate of 
the human saliva. 
The ferments 
of saliva were absent, but even 
were this not the rase, it has not 
yet been shown that saliva will 
cure pyorrhea. 
Ten cents worth of these com­ 
mon salts put up in fancy pack­ 
ages with sufficient claims on the 
label bring to the exploiter the 
sum of $1 and guaran’ee to him a 
tremendous margin of profit.

American Legion Project 
Arouses Interest of 
Highway Dept 


The tree planting 
campaign, 
instituted by Cloverland Post No. 
82 of the American 
Legion 
to 
beautify the concrete paved high­ 
ways in Delta county, 
has 
at­ 
tracted the attention of the state 
highway department officials at 
Lansing, who have 
asked 
for 
more detailed information 
con­ 
cerning how the campaign 
was 
conducted, 
Grover C. Dillman, state high­ 
way commissioner, has expressed 
himself as very appreciative 
of 
interest shown here in roadside 
development. 
The state 
high­ 
way department has encouraged 
the setting out of trees along the 
main trunk lines to serve 
as 
windbreaks, natural snow fences 
and beautification of the 
sur­ 
roundings. 
Recently, it has 
es­ 
tablished a 
policy 
of 
buying a 
strip of land 200 feet wide 
on' 
each side of the highway in cer­ 
tain sections to be set aside as 
roadside forest reserves. 
This spring, the American Le­ 
gion purchased and set out 144 
trees along IT. S. 41. west of the 
city, with funds secured by pop­ 
ular subscription. 
The cltixens 
responded liberally to the appeal 
to "Buy a 
Tree 
for 
Meihory 
Lane.” 
To contribute a tree to 
th# project the requirement was 
to send a check or currency for 
12.80. the cost of purchasing and 
planting it. 
The trees are planted 60 feet 
apart on both sides of the con­ 
crete highway for nine-tenths of 
a mile. 
One hundred and thirty- 
six of the trees are 
six-year-old 
elms and the remaining eight are 
maples. 
"The American 
Legion 
will 
continue 
its 
campaign 
next 
spring in an effort to plant one 
more mile of trees.” Sheriff El 
mer Swanson, chairman of

memorial 
tree 
committee 
an­ 
nounces. 
"This work
